The repair of park buildings and im- 
provements was recommended as im- 
perative, particularly in the recon- 
struction of the menagerie buildings, 
which were called “unsanitary, tnade- 
quate and unsightly,” and which 
should be replaced with modern struc- 
tures. The costs of the improvements 
wet given as $975 an acre, or a total 
of $919,000, which, it was said, would

MKEE WOULD EXTEND 
CONCOURSE TWO MILES 


Bruckner Asked to Prepare Plans 
for Boulevard From Moshola 
Parkway to City Line. 


Joseph V. McKee, Acting Mayor 
and President of the Board of Alder- 
men, “has sent a letter to Henry 
Bruckner, Borough President of the 
Bronx, recommending the extension 
of the Grand Concourse from its pres- 
ent terminus at Mosholu Parkway to 
the city line, a distance of about two 
miles. If the suggestion should meet 
with the approval of the Board of 
Estimate, the extension would afford 
another direct motor highway to 
Westchester County. Borough Presi- 
dent Bruckner was requested to pre- 
pare- tentative plans for the proposed 
improvement as soon as possible. 

In.the opinion of Acting Mayor Mc- 
Kee the project: would involve a cost 
not in excess of $500,000 for property 
acquisition, as the.boulevard would 
run north from Mosholu Parkway 
directly through city-owned Van Cort- 
landt Park to the city line.. All the 
private property the city would have 
to would be a single block, 
bounded by Jerome Avenue, West Gun- 
hill Road, Knox Place and Mosholu 
Parkway North. The extension w.uld 
be a boulevard 200 feet wide to con- 
form with the existing section of the 
Grand Concourse. Under the suggest-. 
ed plan the thoroughfare would be 
depressed under Mosholu Parkway, as 
it is at Fordham Road, 

Bronx officials said it would require 
—* weeks to study the situation 
d prepare the plans for submissio:

to Rout Workers Coming

AID OF FEDERATION SOUGHT 


Welsbord Sends Plea. to Carry. Out

PASSAIC, N. J., March..25.—Striking 
textile workers and the Clifton police 
clashed again. this afternoon when 
more than 1,500 strikers were met by 
twenty policem at the Ackerman 
Avenue Bridge over the Passaic River. 
Five of the strikers were arrested, two 
were severely bruised on the head and 
face and several others suffered minor 
injuries. F 
“The clash followed the regular after- 
noon meeting of the strikers, at which 
the speakers were William Pickens of 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, Robert 
Dunn of the American Civil Liberties 
Union and Albert Weisbord, organizer 
of the United Front’ Committee. 

The police, under Chief William 
Coughlan, were waiting at the bridge 
with their clubs ready when the strik- 
ers appeared, marching from two direc- 
tions. The marchers crowded on to 
the bridge, evidently intending to 
picket the Dundee Mills near by. The 
police ordered them to disperse. Some 
of the crowd bgan to boo and jeer, and 
the fracas started. 

Besides the five strikers who were 
arrested, three New York truck driv- 
ers, who had delivered bread and roils 
to the strikers from Bakers’ Local 100 
of New York, were taken into custody 
on charges of speeding. 

Picket Mill First Time. 


For the first time since the strike 
started the plant of Samuel Hird & 
Sons in Garfield wag picketed. Five of 
the 700 workers there left their looms. 

During the morning five pickets were 
barrested near the New Jersey Spin- 
ning Company’s plant for not walking 
at the Fequired distance from the fill. 
They got suspended sentences. One 


Botany striker was fined $27 on com- 
plaint of a worker who said the man 
called him a scab. 

An appeal to the executive committee 
of the American Federation of Labor 
for assistance was made today by 
Weisbord. In his letter Weisbord said: 

“The workers are fighting against 
low wages and wage cuts and are 
fighting for the abolition of intolerable 
inhuman working conditions. They 
are fighting for a shorter work day. 
Most important is the fact. that they 
are fighting in an unorganized _indus- 
try for the right to organize. “Further- 
more, they desire through collective 
ybargaining to have the industry pro- 
vide them with a decent living under 
improved human working: conditions. 

“We are writing this letter to the

ENATE DEMANDS COST 

“OF THE WHEELER CASE 

Votes 61 to 13 to Call Upon the 
_ Department of Justice for an 
_ Itemized Statement.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Sen- 
ate, by a vote. of 61 to 13, passed a 
resolution today calling on the Depart- 
ment of Justice for an itemized state- 
ment of the expense of the Govern- 
ment’s case against Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, of Montana, brought both 
in the Senator’s home State and in the 
District of Columbia. The Government 
recently quashed the case against Sen- 
ator Wheeler, but the Senator’s friends 
charge that hundreds of of 
dollars. were spent to “get” Mr. 
Wheeler, and are insistent that all the 
facts shall come to light. 

One Democrat, Senator Blease, voted 
against the resolution, the remaining 
twelve being these Republicans: Sena- 
tors Bingham, Dale, Edge, Ernst, Goff, 
Moses, ‘Pepper, Phipps, Reed of Penn- 
sylvania, Smoot, Warren and Williams. 

A’ second section of the resolution, 
demanding information from the De- 
partment of Justice as to whether any 
steps had been taken ‘to indict George 
B. Hayea, the “surprise” witness

Delegates at Capital Urge Legis- 
lation for Pedestrians as Well 
as Motorists. 











WASHINGTON, March 25 ().—A uni- 
form traffic code for’ the guidance of 
motorists and pedestrians throughout 
ths country was adopted at the con- 
cluding session t ‘ay of the second 
National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety. 

The code- embraces three legislative 
proposals which would gover® issuance 
of motor vehicle registration cards, 
certificates of title and operators’ and 
chauffeurs’ licenses, and regulate the 
operation of vehicles on highways.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Adjourn- 
ment of Congress by the middle of 
May, with the prospect that no satis- 
factory farm relief measure will ~pbe 
enacted this session, appears. more 
probable than two weeks ago, when 
the Republican leaders conferred with 
President Coolidge on -the subject. 
With the primaries approaching, none 
of the party leaders aré averse to early 
adjournment. The minority leaders, it 
is declared, will do nothing to stir 
the Republicans to action “on farm 
relief legislation. 

Representative John C. Tilson, Re- 
publican House leader, anticipating 
early adjournment, today made this 
statement on accomplishments in the 
House: , 

“The House has considered all the 
régular appropriation bills except one, 
upon which it is now working, and in 
addition has considered most of the 
important measures upon which action 
has been recommended by the Admin- 
istration. The ten great appropriation 
bills have been taken up at the rate 
of about one a week and although 
gomething of a record has been made 
in the expeditious way they have been 
handled, at the same time ample 
opportunity for consideration and de- 
bate has been allowed on each bill. 

“Careful scrutiny\.of appropriation 
bills is an important duty of the House 
of Representatives and I think this 
duty has been fulfilled in the present 
session in a business-like manner and 
in strict accord ‘with the economy pol- 
icy of the Administratior . 

‘The most important measure 
byAhe House was, of course, the reve- 
nue bill reducing Federal taxes more 
than $300,000,000 annually. ‘This bill 
was passed by the House before the 
Christmas holidays and is now.a law. 

“Other jmportant bills which have 
been passed by the House, most of 
which are still pending in the Senate, 
4nclide the McFadden banking bill 
revising the laws governing national 
anks;’ the several bills for the fund- 
ing of foreign debts with Rumania.

BERLIN, March 25 (#.—Even the 
papers of the extreme Right admitted 
today an “amazing success” for the 
popular movement to compel a plebis- 
cite on the question of confiscating 
without compensation the properties of 
the former ruling families of Germany 
and her federated States.

THE. IRISH PRIZE PLAY. 

, In awarding to “puno and the Pay- 
cock” the annual Hawthornden Prize, 
Lord Oxrorp described it as ‘the 
“most moving and most impressive 
‘* drama we have seen for ten, it may 
**be twenty, years.” But it was not 
merely as a play that it was thus sig- 
nally honored, but as a “ work of 
imaginative literature.’’ As a play it 
leaves something to be desired. After 
two acts of broad and light-hearted 
character comedy, with only, an occa- 
sional glimpse of the Irish tragedy, it 
shifts to heartrending agony. and 
despair, and then ends in a scene of 
drunken debasement, broadly tragi- 
comic, which lampoons Irish patriot- 
ism. The effect is of'a lack of singleness 
in point of view, of integrity in mood, 
which to the uninitiated is not a little 
mystifying. But this is only a matter 
of dramatic technique natural enough 
in SEAN O’Casey, of late a builder’s 
laborer and plumber. Seeh.in_ retro- 
spect, the quality and. the mood are‘ 
quite single. Nowhere have we had a 
revelation of Irish character more full- 
bodied and crisply ‘defined, nowhere a 
revelation of the Irish tragedy so 
heartfelt and sardonic.’ 

It is more than'a coincidence that 
our own. Pulitzer Prize has been 
awarded to plays of this genre. Time 
was when “imaginative * literature 
and drama meant something studied 
and stylized—generally pseudo-Shake- 
spearean. In nothing is modern prog- 
ress (such as it is) more evident than 
in the recognition that the essence of 
literature and drama is not form and 
phrase, but life itself and the varying 
moods it induces. Like SEAN O’CasEr, 
the authors of “ They Knew What 
They Wanted” and ‘“Hell-Bent for 
Heaven ’’ were interested primarily in 
character, in the reactions of. human 
beings to one another and against their 
specific environment. With English 
novelists at their best this has always 
been the case.

MRS. WILLIAM B. RICE. 

Of three remarkable women active 
in charitable and other ‘social work 
in this city and State forty years ago— 
Mrs. Writ1am B. Rice, Miss Lovisa 
Lee SCHUYLER and Mrs. JOSEPHINE 
SHaw Lowe.tt—only Miss ScHvYsr is 
left. Mrs. Rice, who died on Wednes- 
day, was when young associated with 
Miss SCHUYLER in the relief service 
carried on during the Civil War and 
was Secretary of the New York City 
Branch of the’ United States Sanitary 
Commission. Tgn years later she 
joined the Central ‘Committee of the 
State Charities Aid Association, found- 
ed by Miss ScuUrLur, and together 
they became the guiding spirits in 
the expanding activities of that organ- 
ization, which has come into’a position 
of great service and influence, espe- 
cially in behalf of the dependent and 
defective of the State. Its*work has 
‘become mere and more constructiye 
and preventive of late years, but it 
still remains the best friend of those 
who have lost bodily or mental health 
or who have been left without parents 
or means of support’ and so have be- 
come wards-of the State. It is thus 
that. “literally thousands of human 
beings’ are better off for what Mrs. 
Rice, with Miss ScHuyzLeR and others, 
began to do fifty years and more ago 
and continued doing — a half 
century. 

Whilé it has beén through the State 
Charities Aid Association that Mrs. 
Rice rendered -her longest and best 
service, she gave the help of her con- 
tinuous interest and counsel through

since its establishment. Of gentle birth 
and of sufficient means to. have lived 
apart in Comfort and in indifference 
to the troubles of others, she chose to

“His name,” she begins, “‘is on every 
tongue, native and foreign, in Italy,” 
and then she goes on to say: 


Tf a cab driver overcharges you, or if 
beggars pursue you in the street, you have 
only to mention MussoLrn1 and the trouble 
ceases -instantly,. Whether he actually is 
or is not a superman, he has established 
himself firmly as such in the imagination 
of his countrymen. Ata recent discussion 
as to whether there was co be a United 
States of Europe, an Italian present grave- 
ly asked, “In that case whom would 
Mussouini choose for his Vice ‘President?’’ 

I ask all the Italians I meet what they 
think of Mussotm1 and I get but one 
answer—“‘Un grand’ uomo.” It may not 
be healthy for them to express a dissent- 
ing opinion, and that may have some- 
thing to do with the universal praise which 
the man’s name brings forth, but to me it 
sounds sincere and spontaneous. 

As far as I can judge, he is the only 
conquerer of Italy who ever has made any 
change in the habits or the thinking of 
its people. Hitherto there never have been 
any essential alterations in the politics or 
the religion of the Italians, no matter who 
was governing them. They have gone on 
living the same kind of lives in the same 
kind of houses, tending their” vines and 
oliyes in the same way and with the same 
implements, and. loving, singing, praving— 
and lying and cheating—just the same, 
with no changes in either ethics or morals. 
But MussdLint seems to have imposed on 
Italians a brand new idea of honor in their 
business dealings, of pride of manhood 
that makes begging. shameful, and pride 
in their country which causes them to feel 
that they must put it before thetr own 
interests.

Landecape Architects Believe That 
Plan Would Solve the Problem. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

.I hope you can find’ space for a little 


selection, to relieve him of one more 
‘thing to be done, and to draw the most 
capable members from as wide a —⸗ 
as possiblo. 

The New York Chapter does not wish 
to accuse nor embarrass the zealous 
and conscientious Mr. Gallatin nor. any 
other park executive. It is quite aware 
that thany trees have been planted and 
cared for in the parks and other im- 
provements accomplished. It desires 
the park executives to havé more real 
power, better resources, better coordi- 
nation, and the counsel, restraint and 
moral support of a board behind them, 
It desires that they should ‘be secure in’ 
office quite independent of oo in 
the City Government. 

As an example of the need of a board 
of trustees, one might give the periodi- 
cal raids on Central Park and other 
parks. When, one of these crops up, 
the park executive is impaled on a di- 
lemma with several horns. He has his 
duty to the city, his duty to his su- 
perior officer, the Mayor; his desire to 
please the probably well-meaning park 
raiders and his own inclinations to 
reconcile, and all these are, as likely 
as not, irreconcilable. While he is hesi- 
tating, the,park defenders hastily im- 
provise a plan of \defense, and with 
the aid of the newspapers they are 
usually successful. But how absurd, 
and what a sad waste of effort! Every 
time there is a new raid, a new de- 
fense has to be organized. Surely this 
is all wrong. There. ought to be a set 


- 


park government, so that such contin- 
gencies could be met and settled out of 
hand without any fuss by a responsi- 
ble body, and not put on the unwilling 
shoulders of a single executive without 
proper resources. 

One of these resources is protection 
by special park police. Without this 
no park administration can be ex- 
pected to succeed. 

Probably in no city in the world are 
parks needed more, and perhaps no- 
where are they more difficult to man- 
age, than in Manhattan, with its dense 

population of so varied character, such 
imperfect assimilation and its. rela- 
tively small park area. The least we 
can do under the cir@imstances is to 
give our priceless parks the very best 
organization and resources we can, and 
not encumber them with a form of 
government that renders it practically 
impossible for the executives to make 
good.

| Following Wednesday’s violent down- 
ward plunge of prices on the Stock Ex- 
change, a good many stocks recovered 
appreciably yesterday; some consid- 
erable advances. being scored on the 
first transactions.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC GAINS 


Operating Income Was $1,917,301, 
a $462,046 Increase-——Reports 
of Other Railroads. 


The statement of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad for February shows a de- 
crease of $449,031 in net operating in- 
come from the same month of 1925, 
Railway operating revenues of $51,- 
617,729 represented an advance of 
$1,810,055 over February, 1925, but an 
increase of $2,173,810 in expenses, about 
equally divided between the mainte- 
nance of way and transportation ac- 
counts, cut down the profit for the 
month’s operation. The net operating 
income totaled $4,634,083. 

For the first two months of the year 
revenues were $105,968,857, an advance 
of $2,842,908 over the corresponding 
period’ of last year; expenses, $89,- 
708,906, an increase of $2,314,247, and 
net railway operating income, $10,555,- 
417, a gain of $429,523. 

The Southern Pacific system re- 
ports net operating income for Febru- 
ary of $1,917,301, an increase of $462,- 
046 over February, 1925, and for the 
first two months of 1926 $4,584,856, an 
advance of $1,171,048 over January and 
February of last year. The February 
gross was $20,578,234, against $20,823,- 
441 in the same month of 1925, and two 
months gross $42,720,145, against $42,- 
828,160. :

. WASHINGTON, March 25 (#).—De- 
nial of charges that Kuhn, Loeb’ & 
Go. and the National City Company 
were parties to any conspiracy to 
“wreck’”® the Chicago, Milwaukee &

financial reorganization was voiced 
today before the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Commission by representa- 


tives of the bankers. . 

Jerome J. MHanauer, partner of 
Kuhn, Loeb. & Co., listed a number of 
roads’ which ‘iuhn, Loeb & Co. had 
assisted in reorganizing, and added: 
“If that is ‘wrecking’ the St. Pail, 
stockholders are lucky we are going to 
do the ‘wrecking.’ ”’ 

Both Mr. Hanauer and Pierpont V. 
Davis, representing the National City 
Company, co-managers in the reor- 
ganization,-urged favorable action on 
‘the bill to extend by forty years the. 
time. in which ailroads may repay to 
the Government approximately $230,- 
000,000, and to reduce from 6 per cent. 
to not less than 4 per cent. the inter- 
est upon such debts. : 

Mr. Hanauer denied that “exorbitant 
fees” ‘were contemplated for the reor- 
ganizers, saying that-the charges would 
amount to 25 cénts for each $100 bond 
and 20 cents for each share of stock. 
He said that delay in reorganizing is 
costing the St. Paul $1,000,000 annually, 
but that the proposed reorganization 
eventually would create one of the 
strongest financial structures of any 
railroad in the country. He added the 
opinion that Northwestern freight 
rates should be increased.

Rather, it is ‘‘scale order buying,” in 
which bankers or other friends of the 
companies, speculators or those who 
want to cover short stock are willin 
to purchase “at a price.“ The usu 
procedure and the one which has been 
most successful in the last few days 
is that of placing orders 2 or 3 points 
below the market and allowing the 
stock to sell down to that price rather 
than reaching for it. 


The Swing of the Pendulum. 


It was frequently pointed out in Wall 
Street yesterday that the. stock mar- 
ket always carries things to extremes. 
There’ are few persons who are not 
now ready to admit that stocks went 
much too high last Fall and early this 
fyear, although it would have been 
hard to convince them of this fact at 
the time. Just as stocks went. too 
high on the upswing, so it is expected 
that they will probably, go too low 
on the downswing; that is, they will 
sell below their actual worth, based on 
dividends and possibilities.

The Market’s Short Interest. 


Many persons in Wall Street who are 
in close touch with the market and are 
in a position to judge its condition 
express the opinion that the short in- 
|terest now is larger than it has ever 
been, mainly because of the many big 
speculators who are “riding the short 
side’’ and who play the game on a tre- 
mendous scale. Then, too, there is. a 
good-sized following of smaller fry, 
who sell 100, 200, 300 and 500 share lots.

Supreme Court Justice John Ford, 
although ill at his home, has set next 
Monday as the date for thé hearing on 
the ‘reorganization pian for the Con- 
Solidated Stock Exchange.
